The Red Cross Blood Donor 
Mobile unit will be at the Worn- I 
an’s clubhouse, 270 W. Sierra! 
Madre blvd., next Tuesday, June 
27, from 2 until 6 p.m. to collect 
225 pints of blood from Sierra 
Mad reams. 

Now that the invasion is on, 
blood plasma will be an even 
more indispensable aid in the 
medical and surgical treatment of 
our wounded fighters. 

It can be reported now that 
over six million pints of Ameri¬ 
can blood have been given since 
the Red Cross Blood Donor ser¬ 
vice was established three years 
ago at the request of the medical 
departments of the Army and 
Navy. 

How many thousands of lives 
have been saved by plasma can¬ 
not be stated. Major General 
Norman T. Kirk. Surgeon General 
of the U. S. Army, declared that 
plasma was the foremost life 
saver in North Africa. Rear Ad¬ 
miral Ross T. Mclntire. Surgeon 
General of the U. S. Navy, an¬ 
nounced that only one per cent 
of Navy personnel wounded in the 
South Pacific died, thanks in 
large part to plasma. Millions of 
additional blood donations are re¬ 
quired hi 1944, and continued 
public cooperation will meet the 
demand, despite the high amount.

There were 
also more gray days and less 
June sunshine than in any year 
in the last 24. 

Folks generally believe that 
rain in June is very unusual, but 
it isn’t. As a matter of fact it 
has rained in June in all but four 
years since 1928. The exceptions 
were 1935, 1939, 1940 and 1942. 
In only one year, 1932, was there 
more rain than has already fallen 
this month. 

This fact bears out a theory of 
Col. H. B. Hersey, long consid¬ 
ered one of the nation’s leading 
meteorologists and long-time resi¬ 
dent no-.v retired and living quiet¬ 
ly at 130 E. Laurel ave. 

Col. Hersey says we seem to 
be coming into a period of “sun 
8pots," which could be reesponsi- 
ble for the gray, cold weather 
and incidental light rains. These 
black spots on the face of the 
sun appear about every 11 years 
and increase in size over a period 
of three or four years. By look¬ 
ing through colored glasses these 
spots may be seen by the human 
eye, Col. Hersey says. Eleven 
years ago this month there was
